Tn connexion with our article, 
in last week's issue, on the evacua-| 
tion of Ningpo, the impression seems 
to have been created that all 
foreigners had left the port, ‘That, 
wo are informed, is not 20, There 
still remains a good number of 
Britons und Americans, consular 
officials, Customs officers, mis- 
sionaries, ete, 

Many Foreigners Still Remaining 

With reference to x report pub- 
lished in these columns last week 
rogarding the evacuation of forcign- 
ers from Ningpo, further details 
Ihave been received which indicate 
that the evacuation was not so com- 
plete as was originally thought. 

‘As we reported, there were dis-| 
tressing experiences at the institu- 
tions of the Church Missionary So- 
jciety, and the Kuomintang made| 
jimpossible demands at their schools, 
and it was accordingly decided to 
close most of these. Most of the 
members left for Shanghai 

‘Those who remain in Ningpo in- 
Jclude about 36 British subjects, in- 
jeluding women and children, while 
Jamong the other foreigners who have 
not left the port are eight or. 10 
Americans, five or six of other na- 
jonalities, as well as most of the| 
Roman Catholic missionaries. 

‘Although a week azo considerable| 
apprehension was expressed by Chi- 
Inese in close touch with foreigners 
that much anti-foreign trouble was 
to be expected, up to the present any

To-day was the day fixed by the 
Consul for his return to the shore 
to rehoist the flag at the British 
Consulate. The day opened in- 
auspiciously. At 8.30 a.m, the heed 
Jof the seamen’s Union boarded the 
Floating Concession and issued an 
order that mo launches or sampans 
were to come alongside, He was 
quietly removed by the sentry, but 
the Chinese launch crews, though 
loyal, not dare disobey the 
Union's orders. So they were 
moved from the leunches which 
were thar manned and run by the 
Navy, 
‘This move on” the pait of the 
Seanien's Union was directed at the 























Commissioner of Customs and the 
River. Inspector, whose ditmissals 
the Union demands because they 
have refused to re-instate the crew 
of the Customs launch Chang Hsing, 
Who went on strike early in 
January, The Seamen's Union hav 
now made many threats in an 
attempt to coerce the Commissioner 
and, though the Finance Minister 
T. V. Soon has guaranteed pro-

After the ceremony the 
Consul was “at home” in the hall 
of the Consulate (the remainder of 
the buibding being still uninhabit~ 
able after the hasty evacuation of 
two months before), Many of the 
local residents, who left the Float- 
ing Concession for the first time 
for many weeks, were present to 
witness the re-hoisting of their 
national flag, The day, unfortunate 
ly, was dark and gloomy and though 
there were many cameras in use 
it is doubtful if the results will be 
good. In the evening all returned 
to the Kiangwo which still remains 
our home, 

‘The Chinese officials have not 
moved out of the Municipal Bulld- 
ings yet, but have promised to do 
so in thee days time, It is hoped 
they will see that a proper control 
is kept over the troops in the Con- 
cession, For the first. time since 
the evacuation a emall party went 
on shore yesterday for a game of 
tennis on the excellent Gub courts, 
Some soldiers were inside the com- 
pound looking on and behaved quite 
well, But presently one of their 
number began to make a noise 
every time a ball was hit. which 
was highly “disconcerting to. the 
players. The soldicrs were asked 
to go away but refused to do 40 
saying they had a perfect right to 
be there as it was Chinese soil, If 
soldiers are to be allowed to 
vade private premises and make 
nuisance of themselves in this way, 
life on. shore will be int

So Is Generosity Rewarded 

It is probable that the next few 
days will see tho opening up.of the 
foreign offices on shore, but. the 
foreigners will continue to live in 
the Kiangwo (except the Americans 
who ave alveady living on shore) 
or a short time until they: see how 
the situation develops, There are 
very strong rumours of a general: 
strike, including a strike of ser 
Vants,” The servants have no wish 
whatever to strike, but are to. bo 
forced out. for political reasons.

Jn China and the reply to the return 
of the Concession, 

‘Tho British Rear-Admiral and all

‘The Custom House 


After this, the mob, still with Its 
appetite for brutality,and destruetion| 
uunsatiated, made its way to the 
native city, gathering in all the bad 
hats and loafers of the district a7 
they wont. The Native Castor 
House was attacked, fittings broken| 
in the same way as at the Ciob,| 
‘and the office safes forced open ai 
the contents, stolen.

Confined to Houses 

Im the meantime, the rest of the 
foreigners in town ‘were ordered by| 
the military to keop in their houses} 
and not to go on the streets, but} 
lvefore night fall, the great majority 
managed to make their way either| 
Jon board H. M. S. Wolseley or the 
U. S. S, Preble, or one of the two 
British merehant boats in port, the 
Kutwo and the Shasi. 

‘The military were at this time 
threatening to commanfeer the 
Kutwo for trooping, and refused to| 
let her go. She was tfed up between| 
the hulk and the C.I¢S. Kiangwah, | 
which latter vessel was full of} 
|| troops. A British naval party from 

Ml, M.S. Emerald soon put a stop 
to this description of nonsense, how-| 
exer. ‘They simply took a launch,

JAlthough the Kiangwah, es already

We understand that some mem- 
hers of the missionary body have re. 
fased to leave, and are remaining at} 
their posts. 

In the evacuation, a number of 
families got parted in a rather un- 
fortunate manner, more especially, 
missionary families. Some came| 
‘down in the ships whilst other stay-| 
ed, neither having a chance to see| 
the other before they left. 


Officials Assaulted 


News was received in Shanghai 
on Tuesday confirming the report 


alll that the Acting Commissioner for 


Foreign Affairs in Wahu named Yen| 
‘was dragged through the streets of 
Wohu on Saturday and again on| 
Sunday .and that he had been| 
severely beaten by the mob. The| 
action was the result of a rumour| 
to the effect that he had accepted| 
bribe of $10,000 to release th.’ 
ete, Katwo. 

Te was also reported from Wahu 
that a man named Meng, an 
assistant in the Chinese Maritime, 
astoms there h d also been beaten| 
and dragged through the streets. 
‘A poster labelled “Foreign Running | 
Dog” was attached to the assistant 
It Is thought that this was the work 
of opium smugglers. 

Rumours are current in Wuhu 
that large numbers of Southern| 
troops are being despatched from 
Hankow toxard Wuhu. Another| 
report from that city states that a| 
}general strike and boyeott is to be 
expected shortly.

arrived at the jetty at 12.15 pam. 
on his way home from the Native 
Customs, he was surrounded by al 
motley collection of coolies, old wo- 
‘men and children; however he was.

missioner left the Custom House 
somewhat later he experienced no 
trouble in passing.”

It will be re- 
membered that the Communists 
‘wrecked the conference which 
should have met in Nanchang on 
‘March 1, when the Centre and 
Right Kuomintang were planning 
to’ combine in order to wrest| 
Pawer from the extremists, by 
Tefusing to attend, Subsequent-| 
ly the extremists announced a 
conference in Hankow, which 
‘was opened last Thursday. The 
Centre and Right made the 
capital mistake of stopping away, 
probably being afraid to trust 
‘themselves within the clutches 
‘af Borodin’s Labour Unions, and 
the result was a complete victory| 
for the Communists, who have 
‘seized the whole party machinery 
and are now engaged in recast- 
ing it on approved Bolshevik 
lines with a series of committees 
and boards to replace the former 
chairmen. The latter are reduced 
to: insignificance, most conspieu- 
ous among them being Gener- 
al Chiang Kai-shek. It is, in 
fact, Moscow in Central China, 
every board and every committee| 
of the Hankow Government 
ing entirely controlled by rabid 
Communists. As a sign of the 
‘times the attempt by Iabourers 
of the British Cigarette Company 
to seize the factory and run it 
themselves. is. most significant. 
‘Mwenty-four directors have been| 


























wointed who, we are told, are

mick of capital is the ehiet| 
dificulty. But unless the British| 
authorities put a file of marines 
into the factory to hold it, it will 
undoubtedly be seized by the 
Labour Unions, This incident i 
of supreme importance as it i 
the first of its kind, Unless the 
attempt to seize and Sovietize 
foreign factories, on which im- 
mense sums of money have been| 
expended, is resolutely 1 
at the outset, i will undoubtedly 
spread to other businesses. 

In view of these sinister de- 
velopments, it is most earnestly’ 
tovbe hoped that the British Gov- 
ernment will now at last abandon 
the fatal delusion that the so- 
called Nationalists in Hankow 
have any claim to represent the 
Chitiese people or even any con-| 
siderable portion thereof, Tt 
smay safely be said that Chinese 
high and low regard the ascen- 
dancy of the Communists and 
Labour Unions with ever-increas- 
ing fear and hatred. So far from 
the surrender of the Hankow 
British Concession having tho 
slightest effect as a friendly| 
gesture, it is merely used by 
Borodin and his agents as proof| 
of the success of their policy in 
order to stimulate still more ex- 
travagant demands. Anti-British| 
propaganda, obstruction of trade, 
violence of all kinds, are just as 
active sinco the Chen-O'Malley 
agreement was signed as before, 
if not more so, In these cireum- 
stances Baron Shidehara’s de- 
claration is doubly weleome, and 
it is to be hoped that Japan's 
obviously prident attitude may 
ginger up other governments to| 
similar frank recognition of the| 
facts of a situation now truly 
menacing.

THE PROVISIONAL 
COURT 

Mar. 18. 
Sixce January 1 when the 
IMixed Court was handed over ¢o| 
ithe Chinese and became the Pro- 
lvisional Court, its-doings natur- 
Jally have been watched very] 
closely, From the outset there 
lappeared to be a disposition on 
the Judges’ part to discount| 
[Police evidence heavily; new, 
standards of heinousness seemed 
[to hiave been set up and opium 
smoking to be a greater offence 
lthan armed robbery. — Hitherto 
Jeriticism has been withheld. It 
Jwas only fair to give the Court 
time to settle down and.to leave 
the smoothing away of irre-| 
gularities to private representa-| 
tion, So far, however, from 
things improving, they have been| 
lgrowing steadily worse and it is 
limpossibie longer to keep silence. 
From the beginning it  has| 
lobviously been useless to bring 
labour agitators before the Pro- 
lvisional Court.” Openly _ the| 
\Judges grasped at every oppor- 
jtunity to dismiss the charge and 
Jwhere they could not help con- 
lvieting they have imposed no 
more than nominal sentence. 
This week, for instance, an 
Jagitator caught in the act of 
inciting strikes and distributing 
inflammatory pamphlets, some of 
which were found in his lodgings 
together with an axe and a 
lsword, was merely bound over to 
keep the peace. Again, a shop 
jassistant caught in the act of 
threatening personal violence to 
certain workers if they did not 
lgo on strike, is acquitted on the 
ground that he is not a “work- 
man” and therefore does not 
leome within the scope of the 
Chinese Criminal-Code. — Many 
more cases could be quoted, some 
Ino doubt, worse. Can the Judges| 
be surprised if most people con- 
lclude that their decisions are in- 
fluenced either by political pre- 
Jiudice or labour intimidation? 
But the administration of th 
Court is shown in a still more 
unfavourable light in respect of 
lother cases where it would seem| 
that there can be no scope for 
ithe influence either of politics! 
lor terrorism, — Miscroants w 
many previous —_convictions| 
against them, charged with bur- 
slary and returning to the Settle- 
iment after expulsion, are sent to| 
gaol for a few months on the 
first charge while the second is 
imply ignored. In one such| 
jcase Inst month the Senior Con- 
sul’s Deputy, sitting beside the 
Chinese Judge, entered a strong, 

ij|Protest on the charge sheet:— 
“In the exchange of notes for the 
rendition of the Mixed Court,” he 
wrote, “it is clearly stated that all 
the former judgements are valid. 
By consequence they should have to 
be enforced in the Provisional Court. 
Tn the case in question, the accused 
should have 6 be punished for re- 
turning from expulsion and re- 
Jexpelled, I am strongly afraid that 
if the former orders of » expulsion 
fare not enforced by the Chinese 
Judges and if new orders of ex- 
Dulsion are not issued in new cases, 
criminality in the Settlement will 
inereave ‘in a very dangerous, ways 
especially the Chinese population, 
Chinese shop owners, Chinese banks, 
jChinese merchants, rich Chinese, will 
be exposed cvery| 
day to a terrible danger to their 

properties and their lives.” 

In another case when a charge 
lof returning from expulsion was; 
dismissed, the same Deputy 
iwrote on the charge sheet: “By| 
this judgment it seems to me the 
|Chinese Judge invites all crimin- 
Jals who have been expetied in 
Jpast years to enter the Settle. 
ment.” In contrast with these 
eases and with each other, we| 
find 2 man convicted of stealing 
stones worth $1 from a grave 
sent to prison for six months, 
Iwhile another convicted of steal 
jing a dollar’s worth of wood is| 
lsentenced to four days’ imprison- 
Iment and a third, charged with 
stealing $2 worth of beans, is 
jadmitted to bail in the sum of| 
is2, and naturally absconds. The 
practice of admitting men to bail 
fhas opened up another abuse for 






































One of the worst| 
leases recorded is that of two men 
leaught in the act of breaking

To the Editor of the 
 Nonrs-Cuia Day News.” 
‘Sim,—There has been of late a lot 

of talking about nationalism among} 

the Southerners. If by this term 
they mean’ that our countrymen 

‘should open their eyes to the import-| 

‘ance of patriotism to a nation in its 

relation with the world in general, 

then I take my hat off to them for 

[this useful reminder. In past his- 

tory one would find that very often 

a nation was unified by sudden 

realization of its duty to stand to-| 

gether as a body national vis-a-vis} 
outside Powers.

If she| 
suffers now from the wrong-doings| 
of those who blundered under a by- 
gone régime, she is perfectly within 
her rights to devise means to redress 
those grievances, and to elate the| 
country from the inferior position to 
which it has been relegated.

N.C. C. AND THE ROAD TO 
RUIN 


To the Editor of tho 
“Nonrm-Caina Datty News.” 


Sir,—I havo received a letter dated 
March 10, from the offico of  the| 
National Christian Council, — which| 
‘announces that this body {3 calling| 
a meeting for March 15 to discuss| 
cortain questions, 

Some of these questions seem to 
me to have come from the inmate of| 
‘a madhouse. One of them is, 
“What isthe actual status of mission 
property?” ‘There are secretaries 
in tho N.C. C. who know perfectly} 
well what the actual status of mis- 
sion property is, I cannot think 
why they do not tell the other mem-| 
bors of the Council without calling! 
‘a conference about it unless they} 
intend to allow trouble to be stirred 
up, 

















“Mission “property,” so _ called, 
does not of course belong to mission 
Almost all of it belongs to corpora-| 
tions in western countries, such as 
Churches and various societies with-| 
in these Churches, which have 
ought it, paid for it and put 
{ngs on it for the use of the mission- 
aries which these corporations 
cruit and send to China and all other| 
countries for. the parpose of pro, 
pagati istianity. ‘These cor- 
orations have said nothing about 
giving this property to anybody. 
They do not even allow their repre- 
schtatives on the different _ fields 
very much, if any, authority in the| 
matter of ‘buying’ and selling and| 
they certainly have no authority at 
all to give away, property. Calling| 
a conference to discuss the “status 
of property” actually belonging to| 
people thousands of miles away, is 
fone of the greatest pieces of imper-| 
Yinence that has ever come to the 
attention of the writer of this let-| 


ter. 
If the N.C. C, is_contemplating| 
some agitation for the purpose of 














‘trying to force these corporations 
in the West to turn over their pro- 
erty in China to what the N. €. C. 
calls the “Chinese Church,” _but| 
what are actually Chinese Churches, 
it is little Ikely to accomplish any- 
‘thing but a bad misunderstanding 
and if it does succeed in any instance 
in getting any property or the con- 
‘trol of any funds contributed 
abroad, turned over to any. section 
of the Chinese Churches, i 
hhave accomplished the utter ruin of| 
‘that section, 

History has sufficiently proven 
that the control-of property or funds| 
fn sufficient amount to support a 
[Church by a Charch whose members| 
do not contribute them as they are 
needed, works great spiritual harm 
to that Church, It would work the 
rain of the Chinese Churches in the 
present state of things. ‘The for- 
eign secretaries of the N. C. C. 
have read Church History. Why do 
they not do something to stop 
madness? 

Tt is to be most earnestly hoped 
that the N. ©. C. will come to. its 
senses and that immediately, If 
it persists in its present course and| 
causes misunderstandings, where 
none exist at present, the’ end will 
be that the corporations in the West 
will be obliged to sell their property, 
withdraw ‘thelr missionaries and

I venture the assertion that there 
is not one single tax authorized by 
the national legislature, duly con- 
firmed and legally promulgated over| 
the country which we do not pay

‘expenditure on repairs and renewals 
‘that it can be maintained in first- 
‘class condition, Similarly, the 
period of usefulness of a number of 
‘our buildings will soon be over 
unless We are prepared to go to! 
some considerable expense in the 
way of repairs, Last year, we sfent| 
‘on apceial repairs and renewals Tis, 
51,460.18, or Tis. 11,460.18 moro| 
than the amount allocated to this 
fund last year, The latter ws 
debited to working account. Al 
though tho amount which it 
proposed to transfer to this fund 
may apBear large, I would point 
out that in past years wo have had 
larger sums at our disposal and 
for the reasons I have just given| 
T would strongly urge shareholders: 
to give our recommendations their 
full epproval. During the past two 
years, no less a sum than Tis, 
723,856.28 has been withdrawn 
from our reserves to provide for 
depreciation and to pay dividends

Cashing the Cheques 

“Then they became less violent

later if it would not have been 
[better to sign for this amount, be- 
jeauee the bank would not have paid 
ft, put perhaps not, because they 
‘said they would kill 'me if they did 
not et the money. There was. a 
lot ‘Of bargaining and finally they’ 
said they would take a-cheque fo>| 
$1,500 on the Yokohama Specie: 
Bank and one for Tis. 5,000 on the’ 
Hongkong & Shanghai Bank. 1 
[wrote these cheques with consider- 
able difficulty and one man went off 
to get them cashed. Ho came back 
shortly ‘before 3 p.m. and said he 
jeould not get the first one eashed 
becauso there was some mistake in. 
the date. I think actually he only: 
pre-ented the one on the Yokohama 
‘Specie Bank. Then I was told to 
‘write another cheque, not on the 
Yokohama Specie Bank, as I sup-| 
pose the man did not want to retarn 
there a second time. I accordingly’ 
was made to write a cheque for 
‘Tia, 3,000 on the Hongkong & Shang- 
hai Bank, 


“These cheques wore taken away: 
and I prevailed on the men to take 
tho rope off my legs. They became 
rather friendly and even polite. 1 
knew the man who had gone off 
‘would be too late and, when ho eame 
back, still with the cheques, he saic 
they’ would have to stay’ in tho 
house all night, as they did not 
intend to lore the money. They 
offered to get me some food, but T 
thought it best not to allow thers 
to de 60. 

‘An AILNight Wateh 
asked for my boys and they 
‘said the servants were tied up in 
jan upstairs room and, when ques- 
tioned further, they sald the boys! 
hhad been sent’ home and would not. 
Jeomo back until tho next day. At 
30 p.m. I said I was cold and was 
going to bed. They followed me 

spstairs, keoping their pistols point. 
ing at me, and, without undressinz, 
I got into bed and stayed there until 
Gam, but I did not sleop. They 
kept two watches on the. lan 
ouivide, with a light burning, ‘ut, 
at my ‘request, they allowed me to 
keep my room in darkness, ‘They 
seemed to try and’ make things 9s

T was 
not afraid of them and cheeked them 
jal the time, They did not attempt 
to stop me and one man even said 
he was sorry for me. This man 
looked just like the ghost of one 
of the od Puritans, as, in his long 
gown and high hat, he stood by 
my bed. When I questioned them 
further, they said they had held 39 
ethers in the same way and thal, 
[they were collecting money for the 
Scuthern enuse.

In the Yangtszepoo district. about 
7 o'clock, two assassins, necording| 
to the story of eye-witnesses, open- 
‘ed fire on a foreman as he was on| 
hia way to work, wounding Him so 
badly that he succumbed two hours 
Inter at St, Luke's Hospital. Decens- 
‘ed, it is related by those who saw| 
‘he incident, was walking along] 
‘Kwanghsin Road and was mst by 
‘two men who had the appearance of 
eing mill hands. He had no op- 
portunity of escape and they fired 
in cold blood, making off into Chinese 
territory. A Chinese constable off 
duty passed by and reported the 
riatter to Yangtszepoo station. The 
dead man had been employed at the 
Shanghai Cotton Manufacturing] 
Co's mills, at 90 Yangtszep00 Road, 
No trace has been found of deceas- 
‘ed's assailants,

Japanese Steamer Rammed by Empress Boat and Practically 


Cut in Two in the-Astre 
Kept Clear: An E, 


Shortly before 9 o'elock on Monday 
morning, the Canadian Pacific 
‘steamer, Empress, of Canada, com-| 
ing up-stream in the Astrea ‘Chan 
nel of the river, collided, aout half| 
‘way between her docking place at| 
the China Merchants Lower Wharf| 
and Woosung, with a Japanese 
‘merchant vessel, Jinsho Maru. | The| 
ater vessel was going down stream| 
heavily loaded with general cargo| 
when the collision happened. 

‘The big Empress struck the 
smaller vessel with her stem, strike 
ing midships and practically bisect- 
ing the cargo boat before she could 
araw off, following the collision. 
‘The impact left, traces of wreckage 
‘on the bow of the Emprsss as well, 
where several small holes resulted 
above the stsamer's water line, with] 
considerable denting and splitting 
of the steel plate lower down. The 
damage, however, to the larger ship 
was not estimated as great, and 
‘temporary repairs were commenced 
immediately. At Hongkong she will 
0 into dry dock for more ext 
vepairs. 

The smaller boat, however, w 
teriously damaged, ‘and passenge: 
fon board the Canada at the time, 
‘most of whom rusted forward to| 
‘see what had happened and believing| 
‘that the steamer had struck a rock 
ag the vibration was felt throughout} 
the ship, saw a cloud of steam 
arising ‘like screen over the| 
atricken vessel. This was taken as| 
‘evidence that the steam pipes and|

{following instructions left with the 
Governor.General and the Council 
of the Indies. 

“A very great number of people 
fs necessary for the inhabiting of 
Batavia, ete.

THE MOST MOMENTOUS QUESTION 





A Sermon Preached in Union Church on Sunday Morning, March 


38, 1927, by the Rey 


“What shall I do then with Jesus 
AXVI: 22 


At is a part of our accepted: 
doctrine that Jesus Christ is the 
Judge of all men, ‘The Apostle says 
“We must all appear before the 
Judgment seat of Chiist” and we 
‘sften sing in the Te Deum “We 
Aclieve that Thou shalt come to be| 
‘war Judge.” ‘That is one point of| 
View, and one that we aecept with- 
‘ent qualification. But there is 
‘ethers for there is a sonse in which 
Jesus not only judges men, but also 
‘submits to their judgment, He 
was taken before Caiaphas who pro- 
eounced judgment upon Him; 
‘thence he wea led to Pilete; then to 
Herod; then back again to Pilate. 
Each of these men became in turn 
fa judge of Jesus and each of them 
had to answer the question which 
Pilate put into words: “What shall 
1 do with Jesus which is called 
‘hrist?” Now shall we examine 
that mementous question this morn- 
ing und shall we try to describe 
it in the light of Pilaie's experience 
én facing it? 








«The Question Important 


1—-First of all shall we notice 
‘that the question is important, 
‘hero were various charges brought 
against Jesus and these were 20 
ramed as to correspond with the 
Judes before whom Jesus was 
brought. ‘Thus when Jesus was] 
charged before the ecclesiastical 
‘the charge was one of 
But when He was 
Brought before Pilate the cherge| 
was altered to one of sedition. Now 
‘that was a serious cough charge, 
and the frequent Jewish seditions 
‘against the Roman Empire were 
‘always dealt with drastically. But 
hat is not our reason for describing 
the “question as important, for! 
Pilate no sooner saw Jesus than he! 
knew at once’ that the charge was 
4rumped up and obviously ridiculous, 
Fo the lonely, deserted Prisoner, 
dressed in the’ garments of a pea- 
want, he exclaimed with incredulity, 
“Art Thou a king.” Nothing could 
eeem more unlikely. Clearly Pilate 
‘would have no difficulty in disposing 
‘of this charge. ‘The accusation 
‘was too ludicrous to make its ex- 
amination worth while, He could 
proceed to the mext ease without 
‘wasting ay tine on this, one. 
From the very absurdity of the 
charge Pilate got the impression 
‘that the matter was unimportant, 
Now ia that not how most. people 
still regard this question? Take an 
Snstance drawn from everyday life 
‘on the mission field. Here is a 
hospital. “Morning and 
‘evening worship are a part of the| 
‘ordinary programme. What do the| 
patients think about it? ‘They will 
attend if they are urged, partly to 
eep on the right side of the doctor 
urge, But if they were left 
tirely to themselves, many of!

it for him, “He made at least two 
attempts to pass this important 
question on ty other people. 

In the course of the accusations 
against Jesus which Pilate waa com-

Pilate would evade this 
important matter by referring it to 
Herod. And so we read, “When he| 
heard that He was a Galilean, he| 
lsent Him to Herod.” ‘That was his|

But he made another: Later on,| 
you remember that Pilate called for 
‘water and publicly washed his hands, 
indicating symbolically that He would| 
not accept personal responsibility for 
‘erucifying Jesus. “I am innocent of| 
the blood of this just person; see ye 
to it.” ‘That was his second attempt! 
at evasion. 

Now let us ask whether that also] 
is not a common attitude. Are there! 
not many people who would not deny| 
the importance of the question, but| 
who regard the responsibility of 
facing it as belonging to someone 
lelse? Take an average non-churchgo- 
jing man in Shanghai. He is not at all 
displeased that his wife keops up her 
Church connexion, or that His child- 
ren attend a school where there is 
‘4 Christian atmosphere. He prefers| 
that this stbuld be so. If we may| 
tuse the expression, he is a Qhristian| 
by proxy. He leaves the matter to|

But are these attempts ever suc-| 
|cessful? They were not with Pilate.| 
He sent Jesus to Herod, but Herod 
sent Him back again; for Hered did| 
not possess sufficient authority to| 
answer Pilate’s question for him.| 
Pilate washed his hands before the| 
‘multitude, claiming that the respon-| 
sibility was theirs; and indeed they| 
had their own very real share of 
responsibility; but they could not 
assume Pilate’s, share. «He had. an| 
authority, which’ no one els2 possessed| 
‘and ane, that carried -with it obliga-| 
tions that were non-transferable. 


























It is ever so. The pitty of your| 
{family is all to the good, but it does! 
Inot absolve you. Neither is the good| 
[Christian life of the old prople any| 
substitute for the personal decision 
Jof any young man or woman. The| 
rich cannot decide for the| 
oor, nor the poor for the rich. 
The ‘learned man’s decision stands| 
for himself only, as does the 
[poor man’s for himself. Jesus Christ 
stands before every mature man| 
waiting for his personal verdict.

Pilate’s Dilemma 
IIL. A third thing .about this 
question is that it is clear. Pilate 
was ina dilemma.” He wished to do] 
two irreconcilable things. On the| 
‘one Ehnd he wished to please the| 
Tewish peopte. He did not like them, 
there was no love lost between him| 
and them; but he was afrajd of them. 
‘They could very easily cause him| 
trouble. They could accuse him to| 
Rome of releasing’One who claimed] 
to be @ king. And this was no] 
groundless fear and the consequences} 
might well have been serious for 
late. On the other hand, he wist+ 
ed to sahaty bis comcienee. For 
like the real Roman that he w 
te may have been tarsh, but he 
hhad a keen sense of justice—a sense] 
‘of justice that had been outraged by| 
the cruel demand of the Jews. More-| 
over his wife, who had been troubled| 
Dy all she had heard of the plot 
‘against Jesus. added her influence to| 
that of his own conscience. 

Here then was Pilate’s dil 
to coneilinte the Jews and to 
his own sense of justice. Which of! 
these irreconcilable things should he} 
do? Clearly he could not do both 
Instead of mpking a clear and] 
definite decision, he resorted to 
diplomacy; he tried to compromise, 
Let us mention one of his attempts. 
Tt was the custom of the Roman 
authorities at the time of the Feast! 
‘of the Passover to make a friendly 
gesture by releasing one Jewish con-| 
vict. And it may have been while 
Pilate was listening to the charges} 
against Jesus that a deputation 
arrived asking for the release a) 
prisoner, in harmony with that ac-| 
‘cepted ‘custom. Here then was 
Pilate’s opportunity of doing two| 
seemingly conflicting things at one| 
and the same time. He would please} 
the Jews by acceding to their re-| 
quest, and he would satisfy his con- 
‘science by securing the release of 
Jesus. 

But why release Jesus in that way? 
To do so would imply His guilt. It 
Would tacitly assume that He was al 
‘convicted criminal. It was not the 
taking of a clear stand on the merits| 
lof the ease, but a subtle device of a 
well-meaning but weak man who w 
in a tight comer; it was a com- 
promise, But, never mind, thought| 
Pilate, the method will achieve the 
ight result by protecting the life, 
i€ not the reputation, of an innocent] 
Man. 

Now who are’ we to point the| 
accusing finger at Pilate? His 
‘method ig not at all unusual. In 
times of danger it is true that there 
have always been some who were 
prepared to suffer anything rather| 
than deny the faith, but there have 
Jalso been others who have hidden 
‘their light when the displaying of 
it invatved any risk. And in the 
presene> of those other forms of| 
Persecution that are more subtle 
than physical danger, in social and 
business intercourse, we have again 
and again been silent or said the| 
wrong word when a clear declaration| 
of our position was called for. 



































Compromise Useless 

But vith Pilate the method of! 
jcompromise did not succeed, Had| 
he without prevarication issued a 
sentence against Jesus, h> would 
have pleased the Jews; had he wi 
out hesitation released Jesus, he 
would have had a clear conscience; 
bat by trying to do both at once, he| 
failed in both. Let it be admitted] 
that there are matters where a| 
mutually exclusive choice is not 
necessary, where the ideal attitude 
may be described as “both—and”; 
bat there are other matters where| 
the issue is clearly defined and where| 
a choice of alternatives has. to be 
made. In regard to these our 
decision has to be “either—or.” As| 
the ancient prophet stated it “Chooes 
ye this day whom ye will serve.” » Or 
as. Jesus. vexpressed:it."¥_ cannot} 
sexve-God ands mammort.”. <Ang re 
garding Pilate’s question there is!

IV. Pinally, the question is un- 
escapeable. Pilate's attempts to 
minimise its importance, to pass it| 
‘on to others, or to settle it by com-

Pilate could not eseape 
the question. “His indecision led to 
|wrong decision. By not releasing 
Jesus he crucified Him. 

Let us make no mistake. Try to 

ade this matter as we will,

JAnd as Jesus which is called Christ] 
[stands before us this morning await-| 
ing our verdict, let us be quite sure 
about this: any other than a elear|
